In  1839  the  Secretary  wrote  to  Queen  Victoria  for 
assistance  in  repairing  the  premises  and  Her  Majesty 
responded  with  a  generous  donation  of  ,£50.  Her 
Majesty  was  also  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
patronage  of  H.M.  the  King  of  the  French  (Louis 
Philippe)  in  1844. 

3.  — The  oldest  Dispensary  save  one  in  the  metropolis. 

4.  — Unendowed  and  entirely  dependent  upon  voluntary 
contributions. 

5.  — Unrestricted  as  to  the  locality  whence  the  patients 
are  admitted. 

6.  — The  parent  institution  of  the  St.  George’s  and  St. 
James’s  Dispensary,  which  was  an  offshoot  of  the 
Westminster  General  Dispensary  in  1845,  returning  to  the 
fold  on  January  1st,  1907. 

7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  London,  several 
of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  and  “Alexandra 
Day”  Fund. 

It  is  said  that  the  premises  of  the  Dispensary  were 
originally  known  as  the  “  Turk’s  Head,”  much 
frequented  by  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life;,  and  his  chair  is  still  used  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Institution.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


The  Board  of  Management  begs  to  submit  to 
the  Governors  and  Subscribers  the  172nd  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Institution 

The  Charity  is  the  second  oldest  of  its  kind 
in  the  Metropolis,  is  unendowed  and  almost  en¬ 
tirely  dependent  upon  voluntary  support. 

The  work  is  identical,  in  every  way,  with  the 
Out-Patient  Department  of  the  General  Hos¬ 
pitals,  with  the  additional  advantage  of  Home 
Visits  by  the  Medical  Staff  in  those  cases  which 
are  too  ill  to  attend  personally  at  the  Dispensary. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  was  held  in.  the 
Board  Room  on  Thursday,  22nd  February,  1945, 
and  the  Right  Worshipful,  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Westminster,  Councillor  Douglas  Wood, 
O.B.E.,  J.P.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  honoured  the  Institu¬ 
tion  by  taking  the  Chair. 

Councillor  Major  Donald  Lindsay,  M.C.,  was 
unanimously  re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  for  the  year,  and  Mr.  E. 
Calmon,  Vice-Chairman. 
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The  Committee  record,  with  great  regret,  the 
death  of  Mr.  W.  Neate,  Honorary  Treasurer  and 
Trustee  for  upwards  of  sixteen  years:  Captain 
B.  W.  Collard  kindly  offered  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Councillor  Gordon  Fisher  and  the  Bevd.  Patrick 
McLaughlin  were  elected  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management. 

Dr.  B.  Berman  was  re-appointed  Medical  Offi¬ 
cer  to  the  Charity  for  a  further  twelve  months, 
and  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  sincere 
thanks  for  the  great  interest  in  which  he  per¬ 
forms  his  duties. 

The  Board  cordially  thanks  all  Members  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  without 
whose  devoted  service  the  work  of  the  Dispensary 
could  not  be  continued. 

The  Nurses  provided  by  the  Metropolitan  Dis¬ 
trict  Nursing  Association  who  attend  daily,  con¬ 
tinue  to  carry  on  efficient  and  much  appreciated 
work  on  behalf  of  the  Dispensary;  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  feel  indebted  to  Miss  Lucy  Hammick, 
M.B.E.,  for  so  ably  acting  as  House  Visitor 
during  the  year. 

A  sum  of  £93  has  been  received  from  the 
sale  of  “Letters”  to  members  of  the  working 
classes,  who  adopt  this  plan  to  save  loss  of  time 
in  seeking  these  Letters  from  Subscribers,  and 
these  voluntary  payments  afford  an  indication  of 
the  efficiency  and  popularity  of  the  Institution.
